Whit* Ruthenią; October 1943 to £§&ruary 1944, diotrict ins»ctor of the General 
Comiasarlat for IhiLe Ruthenians in Mińsk; February l c 44 t> July 1944, a representa^ 
tive of the White Ruthenian Central Council in Boranowfcze. He fled to Germany In 
July 1944, and from August 1944 until March 1945 he wu odior of the White 
Ruthenian weekly newspaper Rani ca (The Homing) , a proNasi, anti-Allied publication 
printed in Berlin under fuli control of the German autbrities. In March 1945 he 
fled to Eger in Sudeten, Ca8choslovakia v He retffi"^ o Grmany in May 1945 and 
entered a DP camp ln Amberg, American Zono of Germany. 

Prom July 1945 to December 1946, STA^KIEICZ was an inbnrtor in ”hite Ruthenian 
secondary schools in DP camps. at Regensburg and Kicheldoif, Bavaria. In January 
1947 he became camp leader of the White Rutheni:w DP aap at Gsterhcfen and sub- 
seąuently the chief editor of the White Ruthenian weely lewspater Backauscyna 
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(Th* Fatherland) in April 1948. STANKIETtTCZ ha 3 been a leading mamber of the 
l^hite Ruthenian National Connittes sińca 1948*

Under Lhe Sbriet regime, 3T4NKIOTCZ leotured t the Sovlet Ped&goglcal Instltnts 
(Pedinst). He occupded many po ci tlona of trust in the Nasi admlńistration tnrough- 
out the war and adsdttsd to being thp edytor of a newspiper whiah was a German 
propaganda organ. It was tbę opinion of the US DPC that STANKIn 1GZ was an out- 
and-out opportunist who cbanged his politica and alleglance without other thought 
tban pprsonal gain. Since STANKIEWICZ was consldered to be a security risk, he 
^ 'was rejected under Sec. 13 of P.L.* 774# 



In an appeal to the Uo DPC, 3TANBWICZ statad that.hs collaborated v.lth the 
Germans against Bolahevism sińce it was the leaser of the two eirils} the White 
Ruthenians, he stated, had no Interest to flght against the Germans for a Sov±et 
victory. Furtheraore, 'rftaite Ruthenian patriota consldered it their duty to .acoept 
ciyil adndnistar.tive positions to replace former Bolaheriafca* He cAalmed that 
he had aooepted the editorship of Hanca on beh&lf of the Vhite Ruthenian movement 
of reslstande abroad. STANKIEWICZA appeal vas denled ani the file closed,

Addltlonal report 3 from the CIC indieate that in Karch 1950 STANKIEWICZ was a 
meaber of the 13-man Presidlum of the Rada of the Democr&tic Republie of Belo- 
ruasia in eocile. In May 1950 he was reported from Kunich as being the representa- 
r tire of „liite Ruthenia on the International Coramittee for Political Refugeee. 



The Belorruseian representativea at the UN Assambly, durin 7 a debata cn the 
war oriminal resolution adopted on October 31, 1947, named STANKIEWICZ as a 
war oriminal whom the United States was wrongfully harboring. The ohairge against 
M m waa^that he was the scourge of the Borisov region during the German Oecupatioa 
'and md responsible for the massacre of many residents of the region/^ .
